Reverdy Johnson on the Ku-hlux. 
The argument of Hon. Reverdy John- 
sonupon the constitutionality of the 
Ku-Klux bill, legally known as the En- 
forcement act, is a masterly production, 
and oi a character to add tothe already 
large fame of that eminent jurist. 
Premising that the federal government 
is one of enumerated and not of deriv- 
ative powers, that the powers not spe 
cially delegated to the general govern-- 
ment remain in the Sates, and that the 
original Constitution left the States in 
possession of the exclusive power over 
the elective franchise, Mr. Jobnson in- 
quires whether that power was taken 
away or abridged by the Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth amendments, and to 
what extent it was abridged by the 
Fifteenth amendment. The first of 
these amendments simply abolished 
slavery, giving no other right than that 
of freedom, The Fourteenth amend 
ment, so far from giving to the federal 
government power over the suffraye, 
concedes ihe possession of that power 
by the states. With regard to the last 
amendment, Mr. Johnson contends that 
it refers to states in their political char- 
acter, and not equally to the citizens of 
a state, acting cither individualy or 
in combination with other citizens, to 
prevent a citizen from voting on ac- 
count of “color, race, or previous condi- 
tion.” The doctrine of the government 
is that the amendment applies to indi- 
viduals; and in that case the whole 
control of the suffrage is in Congress, 
which has never been conceded or even 
claimed. This doctrine is “glaringly 
unsound,” and the legislation based 
upon it is, in the opinion of Mr. John- 
son, unconstitutional. This argument 
is not only logical and concise, but un- 
assailable at each step, and forms one 
of the most important public doen- 
ments of the day.
